Number of 
freed killers 
increases

Thirty-three people were 
convicted of committing a 
second homicide between [1973 
and |983, two of them last year, 
according to figures published

There has also been a big 
increase in the number of freed 
convicted killers. The Home 
Office estimates that there are 
4.000 to 5,000 in England and 
Wales who have been convicted 
of homicide at some time in the 
previous 30 years, who were not 
executed and are not in prison 
or mental hospital. That 
amperes with 2.000 to 3,000 in 
1973. 

Last year, as in most earlier 
years, three out of four homi- 
cide victims knew their killers, 
according to the report. One in 
three deaths were by a sharp 
instrument and about half the 
recorded homicide offences 
were during quarrels and bouts 
of temper.

Three years kicr Benjamin 
Franklin was responsible for the 
most famous scientific appli- 
cation of the kite of all. sending 
his electric kite up 1o prove that 
Jighining was ıhe same “electric 


matter” as that obtained from 
generation. 
Franklin's discovery was 


upstaged right a1 the end of the 
cıghıeenlh century by Sir 
George Cayley, whose extensive 
experiments with kites led 
direclly 1o his classic pro- 
nouucement expressing the 
essence of aeronautical theory: 
“The whole problem is confined 
within these limits, t0 make ã 
surface support a given weight 
by the application of power 1o 
the resistance of air.” 

He had discovered the 
essential separateness of thrust 
from lift. As he had also guessed 
at the advantages of a cambered 
wing capable of producing a 
lower pressure above the wing 
surface than below, it seems 
reasonable to assume that, had 
a power source strong and light 
enough existed during Cayley’s 
lifetime, man might have been 
airborne some fifly years 
the Wright brothers. 

As it was. his “New Flyer", 
an extraordinary contraption

The first illustration of the 
conventional kile to be pub
